Broadcasters Fail to Unite. 

His announcement followed closely 
on the adjournment of a meeting of 
Chicago broadcasters at which they de- 
cided to handle individually their dis- 
putes over the remote control matter 
with the musicians’ union. The-broad- 
casters failed to agree on a unified 
pregram for resisting the union's de- 
mands. 

These demands were sent to all sta- 
tions five weeks ago.

/were informed they were to hire ten 
musicians if they continued the use 
of remote control.
